(By Associated Press) 


New roads long enough to cir- 


cle the globe will criss-cross 
America beneath the straining 
muscle of some 300,000 workmen 
this year at a cost not far short 
of a billion dollars. 
Reports compiled today show 


that upwards of 9,000 miles of 
the approximate 25,000 mile to- 
tal will be hard surface. This is 
exclusive of 11 states in which 
highway 
commissions 
could 


make no mileage estimates. 
The actual cost estimates, not 


including 6 states in which road 
programs still are under legisla- 
te consideration and taking no 
account of independent county 
Highway construction, is $816,- 
048923, of which the federal 
government will contribute $293,- 
500,000. 
The estimate of workmen 


benefit in the program is per- 
force conservative since a total 
of nine states have no definite 
figures on this particular item. 


The six states unable at this 


time to forecast any figures are 
Arizona, Vermont, 
Tennessee, 


Massachusetts, Ohio and New 
Mexico. Tennessee expects to 
match its federal allocation of 
$4,400,000, however, and the gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts has pro- 
posed a bond issue of $10,000,000. 


Louisiana stands out as the 


most ambitious state of the year

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AN OMEN FOR INDUSTRY 


Business prognosticators believe that automo- 


bile production in the United States this year -will 
about equal the 1928 output, when 4,358,759 cars 
were sold. This will be an encouraging advance 
over 1930, when only 3,350,000 cars were sold; but 
it will be substantially below the high-water 
mark of 1329, when .the nation put 5,358,000 cars 
onto the market.

It is esti- 
mated that 4,700,000 persons were dependent on 
the automobile industry in 1929, or one of every 
10 gainfully employed. 


••In 1929 automobiles accounted for 18 per cent 


of the steel consumed, 84 per cent of the rubber 
73 per cent of the plate glass, 57 per cent of the 
' upholstery leather, 17<per cent of the hardwooc 


lumber, 37 per cent of the aluminum, 15 per cent 
of the copper and 23 per cent of the tin." 


Considered from the viewpoint provided by 


those figures, the importance of a healthy auto- 
mobile industry to the nation at large ft obvious 
When the great factories in the Detroit area' slow 
down the entire nation feels it. That is why this 
encouraging forecast for the automobile industry 
for 1931 is such a good omen for business condi 
tions to all other lines.
